1943 COTTON PROGRAM 
EXPLAINED BY AGENT 


By HUGH VD, SEX'TON 
County Agent 

For the past few days 
several farmers have told 
the Agent that they do not 
tike the 1943 Farm Program 
because this program will 
require them to plant 90 per 
cent of their 1943 cotton 
acreage allotment. These 
farmers have misunderstood 
the 90 per cent provision of 
the 1948 program. 

Under the 1943 program 
any producer may, of course, 
plant his entire cotton allot- 
ment to cotton if he desires. 


. Due to the need for peanuts, 


however, and the necessity 
ior shifting acreage from 
some other crop if the pea- 
nut acreage goal is reached 
it is felt desirable to shift 
some of the allotted cotton 
acreage to crops more ur- 
gently needed in the war 
effort. 

Farmers in Coffee County 
will be assigned a “war crop 
goal.” This “war crop” 
goal, for farms in this county 
will be peanuts. Farmers 
will be asked to increase 
peanut acres again in 19%3. 

The 1943 farm program 
will require that all “war 
crop” goals be reached. If 
a farmer does not wish to 
plant any cotton ‘he must 
first plant his war crop goal 
of peanuts and in addition 
he must plant an additional 
acreage of peanuts to be 
harvested equal to at least 
90 per cent of 1943 cotton 
acreage allotment. Farm- 
ers who plant cotton can, of 
course, take into considera- 
tion the acreage of cotton 
planted in figuring the ad- 
ditional acres of peanuts 
needed to meet his ‘“‘war 
goal’ and 90 per cent of his 
1943 cotton acreage allot- 
ment.

STRICT RATIONING ON 
NEW FARM MACHINERY 


By HUGH D. SEXTON 
County Agent 


In view of the drastic lim- 
itation of production of new 
farm machinery and equip- 
ment, it was necessary in 
the general public interest 
that the distribution and use 
of new farm machinery and 
equipment be so controlled 
as best to promote the war 
effort. Rationing Order C, 


which establishes a  proce- 
dure for effectuating this 
purpose has been an- 
nounced. 


Under Rationing Order C 
practically all new farm 
machinery, which would or- 
dinarily be purchased by 
Coffee County farmers is 
now subject to rationing. No 
new farm machinery or 
equipment can be purchased 
without a purchase certifi- 
cate. Purchase certificates 
will be issued by the Coffee 
County Farm Machinery 
Rationing Committee. This 
Committee is composed of 
the following members: M. 
F. McCollough, Elba, Chair- 
man, J. N. Wallace, New 
Brockton, and W. A. Ed- 
wards, Enterprise. 

Under Rationing Order C 
Coffee County has been giv- 
en a quota of certain select- 
ed machinery. These quotas 
are awfully low. For an ex- 
ample, the county has been 
given a 1943 quota of 14 
walking one horse mold- 
board plows; 4 walking two 
horse cultivators and 16 
farm wagons. The quota 
for other machinery items is 
equally as low. The county 
rationing committee cannot 
issue purchase certificates in 
excess of these quotas. 

No quota has as yet been 
established on farm fencing, 
however, no purchase cer- 
tificate may be issued unless 
the applicant certifies in 
writing that he has located 
the wire and that the dealer 
will transfer the wire to him 
if he is granted a purchase 
certificate. 

The rationing committee 
cannot pass on applications 
until practically all applica- 
tions for a particular item 
have been filed. Since farm 
machinery quotas are so low 
it is hoped that farmers will 
refrain from filing an appli- 
cation unless it is absolutely 
necessary. ‘ 

Farmers who desire to file 
applications for new mach- 
inery can do so at either the 
Elba or Enterprise office.

before the world, a thing of which 
we may be proud. It begins, as we 
have seen, in the heart, and then 
ives itself in gracious, affectionate, 
earnest living within other believers, 

Here we note that being dynamic 
does not mean only being a ‘“‘live 
wire,”’ It may express itself in quiet- 
ness which is graciously powerful; 
in goodness which overcomes evil; 
in love which weeps with the sor- 
rowing; or in humility which is will- 
ing to touch the lowly, 

These verses are full to overflow- 
ing with the kind of Jjnstruction 
which, if heeded, would make the 
fellowship of the church well nigh 
heavenly. For example, “in honor 
preferring one another’ would put 
an end to church “‘fights’’—blessed 
thought! If all were ‘fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord’ there 
would be no problem about getting 
the work of the church and Sunday 
school done, and done well, 

If Christians were “patient in trib- 
ulation,’’ would continue “instant in 
prayer,’’ and rejoice ‘in hope,”’ we 
would at once be free from com- 
plainers, and weak or unhappy 
church members. 

We could go on, but the teaching 
of the Word is so plain that what we 
need to do is to practice it, 

Ill. In the World (vv, 17-21). 

“Take thought,’ that is, plan to 
have “things honest in the sight of 
all men.’’ Bishop Moule’s comment 
is particularly acute. He says the 
Christian “is to be nobly indifferent 
to the world’s thought and word 
when he is sure that God and the 
world antagonize. But he is to be 
seriously attentive to the world’s ob- 
servation, were the world more or 
less acquainted with the Christian 
precept or principle, and more or 
less conscious of its truth and right, 
is watching, maliciously, or it may 
be wistfully, to see if it governs the 
Christian practice,” 

How then does the Christian be- 
have toward the world? He does not 
return evil for evil. How often 
Christians have failed at that point, 
becoming involved in a “blow for 
blow” conflict with some worldly 
man or institution. How much bet- 
ter to ‘‘live peaceably with all men” 
as far as it is possible to do so. 

The Christian is not to seek re- 
venge. The injustice suffered may 
be confidently left in the hand of 
God. He will make it right in due 
season and in His own way. He 
will judge righteously, where we 
might be prejudiced. We might be 
too severe; He will be fair. The 
way to deal with such situations is 
by the “coals of fire’’ method (v, 
20). It really works. We ought to 
use it more frequently, 

Verse 21 sums up the whole mat- 
ter. Instead of letting the evil of 
this world get the best of him, the 
Christian will ‘‘overcome evil with 
good.” It seems just now that such 
a plan does not work, that evil has 
taken the upper hand, but let us 
wait a bit. The final accounting has 
not yet been made,

chickens; and $8.70 on corn. 
A beef calf sold for $26 
early last spring. 

Carl, who has been in 4-H 
work four years, says, 
believe the 4-H club is the 
thing for a rural boy or girl 
to get into who wants to 
know more about farming 
and leadership.” 

His first projects were a 
half acre of potatoes and 
one acre of corn. By saving 
the profits from the two and 
increasing every year, he has 
carried a number and vari- 
ety of projects. In 1942 
they included blue lupine, 
gardens, hogs, kudzu, dairy, 
poultry and corn. 

From his returns he 
bought feed for another 
calf, purchased an _  addi- 
tional gilt, paid all his per- 
sonal. expenses, bought de- 
fense stamps and helped to 
keep his widowed mother’s 
farm going. 

He has on hand at present 
1 gilt, enough legume seed 
to plant four acres, a patch 
of kudzu, a beef calf and 37 
pullets that will lay soon. 

From his work he expects 
to complete two more years 
of high school and hopes to 
attend agricultural college. 
He is 17 years old.
